REPORT ON TEMPERANCE-No. 1. 

We, your committee on the subject, after diligent inquiry 
find that there is much to encourage us in our work to deliver 
our country from the great curse, the liquor traffic. We tiud 
that in the territory embraced in the White River Conference, 
that in three-fourths of the same there is not a licensnd saloon; 
aud that out of the seventy-five counties in the state of Arkan- 
sas, that in forty-four there are no open saloous to entice our 
youug meu and boys to enter on the downward course to ruin 
Aud another very gratifying part for our en couragemeut is 
gathered from the recent annual report ot the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at our Natioual Capita!. We fiud in that 
report that the export of liquors from this country has fallen off 
twenty per cent in the last live or six years; and that the num- 
ber of persons dealing in liquors has been reduced nearly forty 
per cent, in the last two or three years; and further, that this 
reduction has been especially marked iu our owu South laud. 
Aud in every one of the southern states, except Maryland, th^re 
has been a reduction We cannot express ourselves better than 
by quoting a part of the report as adopted by our last General 
Conference, held iu Richmond, Va., May, 1886, which says: 

1. ‘‘We rejoice iu the widespread and unprecedented 
interest both iu and out of the church in the movement, in 
behalf of tempereuce and prohibitory law. The public has 
awakened to the necessity, both of legal and moral suasion, to 
control the great evils fostered and stimulated by the liquor 
traffic. It is the duty otthisbody to assert aud to emphasize the 
gospel methods of dealing with these evils, not as exclusive of 

but as vitally necessary to the repressive measure adopted by 
the state 

2. “We recognize in the liceuse system a sin agaiii't, 
society. Its essential immorality cannot be affected by the 
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question whether the license be low or high. 

3. “Viewing the principle of license thus, we regard the 
system hv which receipts that operate as permits to engage iu 
the liquor traffic are issued by the Federal authorities to per- 
sons who reside in localities where license are refused by the 
state law as wholly wrong. 

4. “Temperance reform can only afford partial relief. The 
total removal of the cause of intemperance is the only remedy. 
This work involves the greatest moral question uow before our 
people. We cannot withhold our emphatic delivereuce on the 
subject, especially iu view of the prevailing agitation of the 
question of prohibition.’' 

In view of what the church suffers iu her membership, in 
her spiritual life, in her homes and hearts, from the destroying 
power of strong drink, it well behooves this auuual confer- 
ence to spea k out upon this subject in unmistakable terms as 
did the General Conference, our highest ecclesiastical body, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1st, That the White River Conference of the 
M. E. rhurch South is opposed to the manufacture, sale and use 
of intoxicating liquors as a beverage; aud that we will contiuue 
to agitate the subject of prohibition as a great moral question 
in all its bearings on the life aud work of the Church, aud st ive 
with all good citizens, aud bv all proper aud honorable means, 
to banish the horrible evil from our beloved Church aud country, 

Resolved, 2nd, That the time has come when the Church, 
through its press and pulpit, its individual aud organized ageu- 
cies, should spe ik out iu strong language and stronger action 
in favor of the tot.d removal of the great evil of intemperance 
from our land. 

REPORT NO 2. 

We have considered the paper referred to us from the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, aud recommend that 
the request contained therein be complied with. And further- 
more, we can but express our admiration for and extend to 
the Godly women of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
our sympathy and prayers for the noble w *rk they have done 
and are doing to assist in the removal of this curse from our 
land.

The en- 
lollment at the present time reaches nearly 150, and students are 
coming. But one difficulty confronts us; that is a debt of 
#15,01 '0 on the building. I his burden grows heavier the longer 
we bear it W e will either have to wipe out this debt, and that 
speedily, or allow it to crush the most promising female college 
e\ei inaugurated in the South. Which will we do, or allow to 
be done:* As Methodists we can allow but one answer to this 
question. We can anrl must pay this debt speedily; therefore, be it 
Resolved 1st, That we will make an earnest, united effort 
together with our financial agent to pay this $15,000 and thus 
;d once free the college from all possible embarrassment. 

Resolved 2nd, That we request the Bishop to appoint F. 
A. .Jeffett our financial agent, and that we pledge him our 
hearty co-operation in this w ork for the college.

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Report of Committee on Memoirs. 

Rev. Moses C. Morris. — Rev. Moses C. Morris, the subject 
of this memorial, was born March 23, 1830: joined the Arkansas 
Conference of the M. E. Church, South, in the autumn of 1859 ; 
died March the 2, 1889, ag 1 58 years, 11 months and 3 days. 
He served as a faithful a iflScient itinerant preacher for 29 
years in the territory now in the boundaries of the Arkansas 
and White River Conferences. 

At the conference held at Searcy two years ago he was 
appointed to Mineral circuit in the Searcy District, to which 
worK he went at ouce aud pursued his labors in his accustomed 
faithful way until in August of that year, when his health began 
to fail, and he went rapidly down. He traveled often to his 
appointments in much weakness, filling the pulpit at times 
when he had to support his failing frame by leaning upon the 
stand. He was not able to attend the session of his conference 
held at Paragould in December of that year. He failed to 
answer to roll call, for the lirst time in 29 years, at our last 
Annual Conference. During all this time he was faithful in his 
obligations to God aud humanity. He was confined to his 
room aud bed for several months, during which time he was 
patient, hopeful and happy. In his last days, as through all of 
his life of itinerant work, he was in straightened circumstances 
financially, dying without means to meet the expenses of a res- 
pectable burial. By the generosity of Christian brethren aud 
friends all things necessary to this were provided. We rejoice 
to be able truthfully to say that the last days of this man of God 
were his happiest. His death was a holy triumph, another 
demonstration of the Divinity of our gospel and its power to 
redeem and exalt in the last aud greatest trial of earth. His 
last words uttered just a few moments before his redeemed 
spirit took its departure for its long sought home, were: “So 
happy! happy!! happy!!!’-'

WHITE RIVER CONFERENCE. 



The Society convened in its Seventh Annual Session, in 
Searcy, during the Annu d Conference, on the morning of the 
13th of December, in the Presbyterian church, at 10 o'clock and 
was called to order by its president, Mrs Mary A. Neill. 

Mrs. Wightman, of S. C., being present, led the devotional 
exercises, when the following officers and delegates were eurol’d: 

Mrs. Neill, President; Mrs Carlyle V. P; Mrs. II.T.Gregory, 
Secretary Batesville District; Mrs. A. L. Malone Secretary 
Jonesboro District 

Delegates — Mrs. Bevius, Batesville; Miss Cornelius, Au- 
gusta; Mrs. Robertson, Searcy; Miss Bishop, Philadelphia; Mrs. 
Lane, J ouesboro; Mrs. Pickering, Beebe; Mrs. Balding Argenta. 

Forrest Chapel sent a written report. Newport, Barren 
Fork, Melbourne and Helena n >t represented. 

The President’s ad Iress was a comprehensive review of the 
work done during the two years she had presided, with inter- 
esting reference to the meeting of the Board in Little Rock last 
May, the impetus given the work iu the State by that meeting, 
the W. R. Society having doubled itself iu that time, with touch- 
ing reference to the death of the husband of the corresponding 
secretary, Mrs. Neely, which deprived the meeting of her pres- 
ence, ending with an earnest appeal to the women of the church 
to enlist iu “woman's work for woman.” It was delivered with 
grace, earnestness and Christian zeal aud stirred all hearts to 
the noble desire to work for the Master. 

Mrs. Bishop Wightman made an instructive talk on miss- 
ion work in general, and the ‘-Bible aud Training School” in 
particular, gave interesting accounts of the lives of missionaries, 
o spoke feelingly of Locliie Rankin and her work iu Ivahdiug, 
encouraged the little baud ot sisters here in Arkansas very 
much, urged them to give their daughters to the work. 

r I he reports of District Secretaries showed advauce iu the 
work, not so much in number of auxiliaries us in a general 
spread of interest in the work aud an increased desire among 
women todiuow ‘ how” to work, the juvenile secieties wherever 
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organized, show that the women were wise, who planned for 
them. 

The second day the corresponding secretary’s report was 
read showing 12 auxiliaries with a membership of 264. Four 
juvenile societies with a membership of 189. Receipts: Jones- 
boro, $57.43; Augusta, $15.55; LaCross, $28.60; Batesville, 
$101.88; Searcy, $50.08; Philadelphia, $16.10; Barren Fork, $6.00; 
Forrest Chapel, $5.40; Helena, $9.00: Argenta, $19.60; Total, 
$309.54. 

Batesville was declared the banner society, as it has been 
since its organization. Jonesboro Rosebuds the banner juve- 
nile, having remitted $29 40 of the amount credited, to Jones- 
boro. It was moved and carried that juvenile societies make 
their reports separate from adults, and be represented in the 
annual meetings. 

The third day was devoted to reports of committees, and 
election of officers The committee on Finance reported as fol- 
lows: 

1. That all members pay $1.20 per year, $1. to the general 
fund, 10 cents to the conference treasury for expenses and 
10 cents to be retained in home treasury to pay expenses 
of delegate to annual meeting, where this is insufficient auxil- 
iaries will adopt such means as they deem best to supplement it. 

2. That when District Secretaries organize societies, the 
the proceeds of first public meeting be appropriated for exten- 
sion of work in said district. 

3. That each auxiliary contribute the collection of one 
public meeting, to the contingent fund to pay expenses of cor- 
responding secretary to the Board meeting in St. Louis next 
May, and the officers of Conference society, to the annual meet- 
ing in Jonesboro. 

4. That the corresponding secretary have quarterly report 
blank cards printed, to be p aid for out of contingent fund.

COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 

1. That we take the work of the society on our hearts in 
prayer and do all we can to carry out its beneficent plans. 

2. That we extend our tender sympathy to our widowed 
corresponding secretary in her sad bereavement. 
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3. That we accept the dollar sent by Miss Cook in memo- 
ry of her little niece and transmit the same to the memorial 
fund with the prayer that it be the means of bringing some 
child to Christ. 

4. That we tender our sincere thanks to the ladies of 
Searcy for their Christian hospitality, to the preachers of the 
White River Conference for their words of encouragement, and 
proposition to print our minutes with theirs, and to the offi- 
cers of the Presbyterian church for the use of their house.
